T his chrism is understood to bestow 
“ a ( h arac ter, ” to use a tin ological term , 
upon the recipient— in other words, it 
im parts certain gifts of the Holy Ghost 
not exactly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not us. d in the cast for tin o rd in a­ 
tion of bishops or priests, but neverthe­ 
less a special g ift from on high, w hich 
is indefeasible in him w ho receives it, 
and which, so long as he corresponds 
w ith divine grace, gives him supernat­ 
ural sacram ental grace to fallii the d u­ 
ties of his high office.
